“SOCCER FOOTBALL IS THE COMMON 
LANGUAGE OF THE WORLD” 
THESE are the words of Sir Stanley Rous, President 
of FIFA, for so many years a leader of world soccer. 
He classified soccer as a Sporting Esperanto, which 
links peoples of different creeds, colour and political 


persuasions together. 

There is no doubt that 
the whole of Europe is 
obsessed with soccer 
football. 

It has become a way 
of life, a substitute for 
patriotism, an entertain- 
ment eagerly anticipated 
and discussed by count- 
Jess millions. 

In Europe (including 
the Soviet Union) during 
any weekend in the 
height of the season, 
about 20 million people 
watch professional foot- 
ball. 

During the winter 
months, an English 
League game is televised 
in most Scandinavian 
countries, and Italian 
games are shown on Aus- 
trian, Swiss and Hungar- 
ian TV. 

International matches 
are often relayed to 25 
countries “live”, and the 
European Cup Final has 
been relayed to every 
country in Europe, Aus- 
tralia, Japan and Canada. 

Alongside the multi- 
tudes who play the game 
on park pitches as a rec- 
reation, there is, of 


‘course, a highly organis- 


ed machinery for “big- 
time” international and 
domestic Soccer Foot- 
hall. 

The Iron Curtain 
“Amateurs” in the Com- 
munist countries — apart 
from the _ enlightened 
Yugoslavs — consider it 
contrary to their political 
beliefs to play football 
for money.

for open professionalism. 

The earnings of Eu- 
ropean players vary a 
great deal, and the stars 
can. make more money 
outside the game than 
their actual payments 
from their clubs. 

But if we concentrate 
only on the income de- 
rived from the game, it is 
certain that the Italian 
players are the best paid. 

They have a com- 
paratively low basic 
wage, a very lucrative 
bonus system, and they 
collect enormous 
(20,000 pounds) signing- 
on fees every two or 
three years. 

' The superstars Rivera, 

Mazzola and Riva can 
earn 25,000 pounds per 
year — if their clubs are 
successful in domestic 
and international com- 
petitions. 

The best that Spain 
can offer would be be- 
tween 16,000 pounds 
and 18,000 pounds per 
year. 


The UEFA (Union des 


Associations Europeenes 
de Football) takes care 
of the international 
scene, and the domestic 
competitions are wholly 
controlled by the Na- 
tional Associations; al- 
though changes in the 
laws of the game must be 
approved by the Inter- 
national Board. 

This authority has six 
members (three British, 
“main- 
land” of the continent) 
and for instance, the re- 
cent “‘no-offside’”’ experi- 
ment had to be rubber- 
stamped by them before 
it was used (and found 
unworkable) in the Met- 
ropolitan League.

“I AM not a Soccer fanatic in the accepted sense of 
the word, but more a club fanatic. I would follow 
Bayswater Soccer Club, whether they hit the dizzy 
heights, or plummeted to the depths.” 

That statement from Heinz Vollmer, founder 
member of Bayswater Soccer Club, typifies the man. 


Loyal, hardworking, 
upright and a “Sstraight- 
shooter”, Heinz has held 
every office within the 
club and seen it grow 
from a reserve side only, 
in the Fourth Division of 
the Metropolitan League, 
under the old Associa- 
tion, to its present sta- 
ture of two-senior teams 
and FOURTEEN junior 
sides. 

Heinz was born and 


brought up in a little 
German village near 
Jaffa, in Palestine, in the 
year 1929. 


Many years before, his 
grandparents went to 
Palestine for religious 
reasons, along with many 
others and formed a 
community which insti- 
tuted the great Jaffa 


citrus industry, which is 
now so important to the 
economy of the country. 

In 1941, the British 
Government moved a big 
percentage of these peo- 
ple, who had a good 


name with Britain, to 
Australia, in the liner 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Heinz and his family 
stayed on until 1948, 
knowing that the project- 
ed state of Israel was in 
process of becoming fact.

soccer is for Melbourne to grow in strength so that it 
is fully comparable in standard of play with Sydney. 


How long will it be 
before Victoria catches 
up to New South Wales 
in the junior ranks? 

In Victoria for years 
there has been a lack of 
build up in juniors and 
the responsibility must 
rest with the Board of 
Management of the Vic- 
torian Soccer Federation. 

In the 1950’s the old 
Victorian Amateur Soc- 
cer Association were on 
the right track when they 
brought out former West 
Ham United star player 
Len Young to take care 
of junior soccer.

But it is only this 
month that the VSF have 
realised the importance 
of a coach for junior 
soccer. They have at long 
last decided to advertise 


_for a qualified man to 


coach soccer in our 


schools. Perhaps it is too 
late. This is something 
that should have been 
done years ago. Had the 
VSF made this decision 


Victoria may be in a pos- 
ition to boast 100,000 
juniors instead of a mere 
15,000 as they have reg- 
istered today! 

Victorian junior soc- 
cer growth is somewhat 
inhibited by the greater 
control exercised over its 
juniors by the VSF. 
Grant the amateurs and 
juniors some freedom 
and watch them grow! 

You couldn’t get a 
more hardworking junior 
secretary than Ernie Bar- 
rett. But his hands are 
tied. He has no funds, a 
lot of jealous teammates, 
and most of the work 
seems to be a one-man 
effort. He’s getting no- 
where in his efforts to 
catch up to the big 
rocket-like rise of the 
juniors in the Harbor 
City. 

There is no doubt jun- 
ior soccer has made fan- 
tastie progress in Don- 
easter, Frankston, Nun- 
awading and Bayswater. 
But that’s where it stops. 
Only a couple of State 


of fourteen team Leagues 
and one Administration. if 
this idea was adopted, it 
would mean vacancies for 
eight clubs, most probably. 
coming from the Provisional 
League. 

But what happens after 
this (if adopted), to the re- 
maining Provisional League 
clubs and the many clubs 
who play District League on 
a Sunday. Would we revert 
back to the talk of a “closed 
shop”. Promotion and rele- 
gation is the life-blood of 
our great game and all clubs, 
big or small, must have this 
as part of their competition. 
| have drawn up a simple 
sketch which would embrace 
all clubs, it would give all 
clubs the chance of reaching 
the top. The following ideas 
would explain the sketch: 

1. Change State League 
title to First Division, in its 
present form, the name is 
completely untrue. 

2. Two up and two down 


in all Leagues. Down to 
Premier League. 
3. District League: 


Create a Premier Division 
taking three teams from each 
of the present Regional Divi- 
sions. With automatic two 
up-two down with Provi- 
sional League. This League 
would also be a further test 
for clubs with bigger plans 
for future. 

4. Retain the East, West, 
South and North Divisions 
and promote the top team in 
each to the Premier League 


League Clubs take jun- 
iors seriously. They’re 
too busy trying to save 
their skins in the mad 


race to avoid relegation — 


at the end of the season 


to be worried about 
youngsters and their 
many problems. 

Right through Mel- 


bourne there is a lack 
of junior sport that is 
incomprehensible to a 
Sydneysider, unless view- 
ed in the context of the 
Australian Rules code. 

In the latter case, 
every encouragement is 
given to juniors becom- 
ing spectators, and the 


fields remain mainly 
empty on Saturday 
mornings. : 


There is no doubt soc- 
cer has great advantages 
over the body contact 
game of Aussie rules. 
Play is clean and open, 
and the.small lad is at 
little disadvantage, if 
any, against his bigger 
rival. In Aussie rules the 
position with injuries is 
parlous. 

It’s time Soccer House 
took a new look at the 
junior situation. Frankly 
the growth in Victoria is 
so far behind NSW and 
Queensland that they 
have nothing to lose. If

This plan would create 
vacancies for nineteen (19) 
new clubs which, | think, 
would be quickly filled, such 
is the growth of the game at 
the moment. At the moment 
Country Leagues have seven 
clubs competing in Metro- 
politan competitions. This is 
probably sufficient, and so 
keep country clubs relatively 
strong. One problem which 
would have to be solved and 
that is the bottom two clubs 
of the Fifth Division which, 
at present, are member clubs 
of the Federation. The top 
two Provisional League 
Clubs could automatically 
take over as members, with 
promotion and_ relegation 
the two clubs relegated 
would have the chance to 
retain their position.
